who accepts it as preordained when his brother, the humble baker, is used as the direct 
instrument. Catalina’s stubborn determination to withstand the pressure put upon her to 
enter the sisterhood, for the glory. of. Beatrix, wins her freedom, marriage to the the 
vacillating Diego, and the chance, to make a name for herself as an actress. Lots of 
ingredients for a romantic, picaresque novel, motivated by the miraculous intervention 
of Heaven at the psychological moment- but somehow it never coheres, and the parts are 
better than the whole, The Maugham name suffered something of an eclipse with 7hen and 
Now." This wont add to his stature, but as joint selection for Book of the Month with 
the Thomas Mann, it is assured a substantial market.

Mann , Thomas Knopf 
DOCTOR FAUSTUS $3.50 


This is a book to read as a novel of ideas- not as a story memorable for plot and 
pace. It is not easy reading; but the reader who brings to the reading. the challenge of 
mature reasoning will find it provocative, revealing of a whole segment of German intel- 
lectual thinking of the period~ chiefly pre-World War I. A brilliant tour de force, in 
the form of a biography of a German composer, Adrian Leverkuhn, as recounted by his life- 
long friend, Serenus Zeitblom, it's a symbolic tale again dealing with the precarious 
sensibility of the artistic temperament. Adrian from childhood was strangely set apart, 

& touch-me-not personality, whose musical genius came to fruition late- and, the story 
would indicate, reached its zenith in e deal with the Devil. Dominating his life were two 
men,- the musical mentor of his schooldays, Wendell Kretschmar, and Rudolph Schwerdtfeger, 
with whom he collaborated on several dramatic triumphs. Where Kretschmar was his: good 
genius, Rudi perverted his already unstable emotional life into odd channels, and when the 
one girl who might have brought him out of himself appeared, Rudi, in. the John Alden role, 
betrayed his friend. His biographer stands outside the play, serving now as Greek chorus, 
now as commentator, now as recipient of .confidences,- the strange record of the dialogue 
with the Devil; the confession as to his failure at the one bordello he visited. And 
finally, as protector when madness brought Adrian's life to twilight and close. Through- 
out the strange and sometimes macabre story, the minutely detailed ‘conversations, from 
school days on, reflect the mood, the tempo, the thought of sensitive youth of the day. 
Interjected at irregular intervals are Zeitblom's own comments on the turmoil of his world, 
caught in the maelstrom of World War II, during which he is writing and seeking to re- 
capture a lost world. The stature of the writer, the breadth of thought compassed herein, 
will ensure this front page critical attention.

DINNER AT ANTOINE'S $3.00 





For my money, the chief palatable ingredient of this dish is the authentic New 
Orleans atmosphere. The story is not Mrs. Keyes at her best. A mystery story demands 
certain techniques which are foreign to her experience, and when the identity of the mur- 
derer is discovered, the motive is so far fetched that the fragile fabric collapses of its 
own weight. Putting aside this element (unfortunately an important one to the overall 
impression), there remains a long richly flavored novel of modern New Orleans, with the 
impeccable attention to detail of dress and manners and food that Mrs. Keyes' audience 
rejoices in. The story involves a group of people who are invited to dine at Antoine's 
as guests of the not wholly scrupulous tycoon, Orson Foxworth, a dinner given for his 
niece, in New Orleans for the six weeks of the season leading up to Mardi Gras. Among 
the guests are the Lelandes, - the mother, a coquette who has kept Foxworth dangling, 
Odile, her married daughter, facing invalidism, Caresse, the younger sister, and Leonce, 
who is married to Odile but carrying on an affair with Caresse. The story, as it develops, 
tangles these lives and others among the guests in a tragic melodrama, which manages none 
the less to bring several romances to a happy ending. This is a distinct comedown after 
Came A Cavalier. Nor do I think it is as entertaining reading as River Road and Crescent 
City. But it will sell- and rent. Big promotion planned.

* A novel of love and laughter, with undercurrents of pathos, in the story of a 
group of Americans, caught in the mesh of Embassy life in Moscow during the war, victims 
of the run-around, boredom and inactivity which resulted in their devoting themselves to 
the unimportant things to keep busy. A can of peaches disappears from the storeroom, with 
Lt. Col. Hoag, a realtor who has found a way to make a fortune in Moscow, hot on its trail;

Russian wife; there's Pop Thomas, an American newspaperman, who is trying to write a 
monument about the Revolution, and young Renwick, an embassy secretary, who takes the job 
over after his death; there's death and imprisonment and vilification and frustration in 
a competent, well-written novel, which shows the dramatic ability of its author.

The impact of Louis’ family 
rocks Anders’ preconceived attitudes and when he and the Meredith children are lost and in 
danger, it is Charles’ influence that keeps them together, that permits Louis’ sister to 
join the martyrdom of political refugee Renato Spinelli, a determined anti-fascist. Even 
the near-chaos, violent unrest created by the young Merediths is fused into Renato'’s vow 
to become a death in life proof of the power of the individual against the mounting terror 
of the fascios, and Anders, his own world dislocated, is afoot for the World War II to come. 
A rather brilliant, if not always focussed, novel whose sight, sound and feel has its own 
power.

Xavier Belloy, correspondent for "Lea Mode" in Paris, was an ardent Bonapartist, 
and much of his enthusiasm had been inspired by the writing of the Duchess d‘Almantes, 
widow of General Junot. Her memoirs had been the motivating force behind the Napoleonic 
tradition and cult. And now he learns that she is dying, her glory gone, her effects for 
sale. He is just in time to save the sacrilege of a secretary containing papers and 
records being dumped in the street. And there are the intimate papers of the Duchess, 
revealing Napoleon as a monster, a killer seeking only glory, feeding his lust for power. 
From these papers he recreates her life, a damning piece of evidence, lustful to madness, 
dreadful in its authenticity. Napoleon's mother and sisters live in these pages; Metter- 
nich, Talleyrand, Cardinal Moury, the brothers of Napoleon, and most important of all, 
Junot himself, and his wife, their loves, their disillusionment, a final picture of mad- 
ness and horror. Possibly some will feel this too highly romantic, overdrawn, but none- 
the-less it bears a stamp of sincerity and reality, and is written with becoming restraint 
and ease. A different sort of book from the usual concoction for the Napoleon fans. 


Hutchinson, R.C. Rinehart 
ELEPHANT AND casTig (/2¢/ 9 $3.75 


This could be viewed from several angles. It might be looked upon as another 
Knock On Any Door, in its study of a London slum, and the effect of environment on char- 
acter - a strange, sordid, sultry study of the attempt to make a silk purse out of a 
sow's ear. Or it might be viewed as kin to Steinbeck's Of Mice and Men-a compassionate 
analysis of a youth whose strength was greater than he knew, whose love for the helpless 
and handicapped could be expressed only in service. Or it could be likened to the var- 
ious contemporary stories of thwarted, possessive women, determined to control the lives 
of those about them - and destroying what they thought to mold. It is all of these - 
and it has a certain obsessive claim on one's interest. Tho story is set in the frame 
of a murder; a woman, once beautiful, is dead- and her husband, twice accused of murder 
or intent of murder, is convicted, and dies on the gallows. The story in between, is the 
story of an incredible marriage- a girl, gently born and disappointed in the man she was 
to have married, flaunts her self-sacrifice and marries a boy of the slums, convinced that 
she can remake him to her pattern. In the process, she spurns the help she might have had 
from Elizabeth, a woman whom she thought had wronged her, and Trevon, head of a settle- 
ment house, living out the penance of his own sex-ridden youth. And she destroys every- 
thing she might had had- even, in an agony of hate, the happiness of the daughter. It is 
her story - but somehow she is a lay figure, unbelievably sadistic in her cloak of good 
works. Hutchinson has such gifts that it is unfortunate that he invariably submerges 
them in overwriting, in insistent digressions, indirection and complexity, so that one 
needs a road map to find one's way through excess of verbiage.

THE FIRE BALLOON | $3.00 


* Again an indigenous, ingratiating story of Maine, which contrasts the changes 
brought to the old ways by the new people,- the simpler, leisurely life of the lobsterman 
as it is shown up by the pressures of money, ambition. Here are the Sewells of Granite 
Hook, from Gram Sarah with her tartar'’s tomgue to her sons- Sylvanus who took things — 
easily while Morgan drove too hard; and particularly two of Sylvanus’ five children; Wes- 
ley, 17, and Theoline, 16. It is Wesley, chore boy for the Beacons, summer people from 
Boston, who learns the lesson of inequality the hard way. While Theoline, taking a job 
as waitress, gets her first and second exposures to love...

Fifth in the series of novels started some years ago with Dawn's Early Light 
which introduced the Spragues and the Days in Revolutionary Williamsburg. In time- the 
First World War, and the cast includes descendants of the Spragues and Days, with Aunt Sue 
a connecting link between the old generation and the new. This is the twins’ story, 
Camilla and Calvert. Both of them go overseas, Camilla to act as nurse's aid in the semi- 
private hospitals run by her cousins in London and Gloucestershire. Calvert to serve 
briefly on the crew of a big gun- and eventually to die as the result of wounds. Chiefly 
it is Camilla'’s story, her futile love for the Frenchman attached to the menage of the 
slightly outre Cousin Sallie; her involvement in the stormy passions of Jenny and the 
American who- with Calvert- had managed to survive the destruction of the gun crew, and 
who nearly lost his life thereafter. Rather leisurely in pace as the threads of previous 
stories are fitted into place, this gathers momentum, seeming to build up into an old- 
fashioned love story between the duke's daughter and the poor mechanic. And in the last 
quarter, death and disaster cut various threads in more or less wholesale fashion; a brief 
and inconclusively motivated interlude btween Camilla and a young Nazi contributes little; 
and the story ends with two matings, and the build-up for World War II. Perhaps I‘m going 
stale on the family unto the third and fourth and fifth generation. But this held less 
appeal than any of its predecessors. Even World War I seemed dated. (People’s Book Club 
selection. )

* The news value of this important book has already been established through the 
serialization and abridgement in Colliers. But no appearance in concentrated form could 
take the place of the full document- over 1000 pages- with its terrific impact. Not only 
is it a brilliant synthesis of the Harry Hopkins papers, but it is as exciting a history 
of the story behind the war as we have yet had. It makes the Stimson and the Hull bi- 
ographies seem pedestrian and dull; it is infinitely greater in scope and just as inti- 
mate and revealing as the Byrnes’ book; and the style is a composite of a first rate 
dramatist and first rate journalist. Hopkins emerges in his relation to Roosevelt as not 
an originator, but as a sounding board- a vital function with a man of brilliant creative 
imagination, unrivalled drive and force, abounding faith in the people. Hopkins was much 
more than the “messenger boy” he defined himself; he had an amazing capacity for getting 
quickly at the root of whatever he undertook - from the days of WPA and PWA on through 
the years of closest association with Roosevelt to his final contribution to world history 
in the memorable five conferences with Stalin which probably saved the San Francisco Con- 
ference. History is a dramatic backdrop for this study of the making of policies, the 
handling of crises, the building of international relationships, diplomacy on the highest 
plane. Much of what is revealed challenges the charges made of secret treaties, commit- 
ments, “deals". Vitally important as primary source material on such questions as the 
occupation of Berlin, the veto and voting procedures, the promises made to Russia, and so 
on, this is MUST reading for every informed citizen who would know, as nearly as possible, 
first hand facts about what really happened. In reading even those parts that have been 
told many times, one reads with a sense of a new light on old issues. Certain to be a 
widely discussed book-widely read. Roosevelt baiters wont like it, for - while never 
apologetic - Sherwood somehow manages to reenforce the greatness of the man and his con- 
tribution to world history. And Hopkins’ relations with Roosevelt seem strangely to par- 
allel the Wilson-House association, with perhaps even greater scope, more dramatic values.

* This stards head and shoulders above the other records of fighting men, in its 
simplicity, clarity, and the illumination it throws on the basic human relations of the 
men at the top. In his Normandy to the Baltic, Montgomery wrote:- "We are still too close 
to the events to attempt a critical analysis of the campaign.” The same could be said of 
this book, but in spite of that General Eisenhower manages to convey a sense of objective 
surveying of the forging of victory over the Germans. This is the real inside story of 
the war in Burope, not in terms of jealousy and back-biting and gossip mongering, but in 
terms of its planning, its diplomacy, its action and its victorious ending.

This has so much immensely useful and valuable information about gardening that 
I hesitate to criticise its shortcomings. BUT- it purports to be a gardening book for the 
wholly inexperienced gardener, and my feeling is that too much is attempted, and too 
little attention given to follow out her own advice- start with a smail garden. The be- 
ginning gardener, who attempts to study this book from first to last (and part of every 
section is important to every gardener) will find that the apparent simplicity is soon 
lost in over-expansion. The summary of Do's and Don'ts at the end of each chapter may 
help minimize this difficulty. A glossary of terms would help. But, for the most part, 
here is the book to recommend to the gardener who has been at it long enough to discover 
how much he (or she) has still to learn.

And he expands the ideas already in partial operation through 
the International Basic Economic Corporation in South America as applicable to world prob- 
lems in a World Economic Development Corporation. Only this will keep Europe as the check 
and balance; we must learn to buy more abroad, invest more abroad, and chart the way to a 
monumental project of world industrialization fusing government funds and private capital.

A new collection of poems (the first since 1943) by one of the moderns, verse 
in the contemporary idion of press and radio, pictorial in quality rather than appealing 
to the ear. An observant eye, a sense of the dramatic minutia of city life, he writes 
of people of the city, on buses, in doctors’ waiting rooms, in business offices, at bars. 
His contribution to the aesthetics of modern verse is negligible. (Publ.) 


Millis, C. Wright Harcourt, Brace 
THE NEW MEN OF POWER $3.50 


This is subtitled “America's Labor Leaders” - which is misleading, as one might 
think it was a biographical study of specific men. Actually, it is much more important 
than a book of that sort would be,- a comprehensive and fair analysis and study of types 
of labor leadership, the conditions under which they work, their backgrounds, education, 
training, political, social and economic influence and their place in American society. 
Comprehensive- because the author has surveyed the labor leader from every angle,- as a 
politician, as a business entrepreneur, as orator, as technician; he has studied him 
as to age, heritage, origin, education, standard of living, political belief. Fair- 
because he does not color his findings and polls but lets them speak for himself. He 
praises, criticises, extolls, condemms, depending on what labor leaders do or say and 
the part they play in making a stronger and better democracy. Not an easy book to read, 
but so valuable to anyone in the field, or anyone dealing with labor leaders, that it 
is worth the concentrated study. (9/23) 


Summersby, Kay Prentice-Hall 
EISENHOWER WAS MY BOSS $2.75 


Suggest this to those who are reading Eisenhower's own story,Crusade in Europe 
as a paralleling of events from the observation post of Eisenhower's chauffeur, Capt. Kay 
Summersby. At first a civilian driver, and an Englishwoman, she became a military aide 
end personal secretary, reached the rank of Captain, and is now an American citizen. 
Through the official contacts in England, Africa, Italy and France- at the last in Ger- 
many- Kay Summersby had an opportunity to see him under all sorts of conditions, and he 
comes off a hero to his chauffeur. Approaching the script with a certain amount of pre- 
judice, I found it surprisingly interesting and revealing. She pulls no punches in her 
comments on Montgomery (whom she disliked for his over-cautiousness, his excessive 
demands, his attitude towards women in war); on Roosevelt, Churchill, Generals Marshall, 
Bradley, Patton, Clark, Bedell, Smith and many other V.P.I's, her comments are quite 
illuminating. There are many light touches that reveal the humanness of General Eisen- 
hower, at work, at play (and what a bridge player he turned out to be!) Her defense of 
women in military life is vehement and it is refreshing to have one of them show their 
value in the military scene, remote from the camp follower conception fostered in some 
quarters. Both Captain Summersby and her boss come out as good soldiers. (9/20)

Out of forty years of close identification with the religious and political 
struggle in India, Stanley Jones brings this interpretation of India's great soul. The 
author was in India at the time of Gandhi's assassination and he describes the circum- 
stances surrounding it, its effect upon the people and its meaning. Most penetrating 
is his analysis of Gandhi's life and its strongly marked antithesis. He was a combina- 
tion of the East and the West. He was an urban man who became identified with the 
peasant.

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the ages, have attained a high state of holy living, and are accordingly classified by 
the compiler as "saints." The selections are made from the prose writings of those who 
have concentrated on the life of prayer and devotion. The volume includes the writings 
of a wide range of spiritual leaders from the first century to the present day, such as 
Clement of Rome, Justin Martyr and Augustine from the patristic period (40-461 A.D.), 
Dionysius from the Dark Ages (500-918); Bernard of Clairvaux, Francis of Assisi, Thomas 
Aquinas, from the Golden Age of Mysticism (1000-1500); Luther, Ignatius Loyola, John 
Calvin, Teresa of Avila from the 16th Century; Comenius, George Fox, and Richard Baxter. 
from the 17th Century; William Law and John Wesley from the 18th Century; Channing, 
Tolstoi, and von Hugel from the 19th Century; and Evelyn Underhill, Rufus Jones, Albert 
Schweitzer, Fosdick, Barth and Stanley-Jones of the 20th Century.

* The October Selection of the Religious Book Club is a “must™ for those who wish 
to consider the paramount issue of our day intelligently and in the light of their Christ- 
ian faith. It comes to use from the pen of the professor of Christian Ethics at Union 
Theological Seminary, who was one of the framers of the declaration on Capitalism and 
Communism which was adopted by the World Council of Churches at Amsterdam.

Dun, Angus : Harper 
PROSPECTING FOR A UNITED CHURCH $1.50 

The momentous meeting of the World Council of Churches at Amsterdam in August 
focussed the attention of the world anew upon the question of church unity. The Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Washington has given us in this volume a characteristically 
thoughtful and deeply spiritual interpretation of the problems involved in moving toward 
a united church. He points out that in the Protestant denominations three principal 
concepts of the church are to be found. There is, first, the "Catholic” idea which con- 
ceives of the church as the “°rTk of God. Then, there is the “classic” Protestant view- 
point which finds its authority for the church in the word of God. Finally, there are 
the Protestant denominations which view the church primarily as a voluntary fellowship 
of those possessed of the spirit of God. The united church, the “Great Church" as Bishop 
Dun calls it must make room for all of these concepts. The chapters of this book repre- 
sent the first series of lectures given under the Hoover Lectureship on Christian Unity 
established by the Disciples Divinity House at the University of Chicago. Bishop Dun 
has not written for the learned few but for the average Protestant ranaasaiaticn and the 
thoughtful lay members. of our churches. (Publ.) 


Geren, Paul Gites Harper 
THE PILGRIMAGE OF PETER STRONG $2.75 


Here is the spiritual odyssey of a young American wandering over the face of 
the war-torn earth in quest of enduring values. It seems to be largely autobiographical, 
composed of vignettes from the experience of the author as a boy in Arkansas, as a stu- 
dent at Harvard, as a teacher in India, and as an ambulance driver for the Burma Christ- 
ian Mobile Relief Unit. The author has unusual descriptive powers, a quick and ready 
understanding of human nature and a compelling interest in individual human beings of all 
sorts and conditions. Above all, this is a record of one man's quest for spiritual cer- 
tainty and of his discovery of the most compelling motives for the individual life and 
of the bond of fellowship which embraces all mankind. Whimsy, humor and a sensitiveness 
to beauty in nature and man help to make this book pleasant to read. (Publ.) 


Hobhouse, Stephen-£d. Harper 
THE SELECTED MYSTICAL WRITINGS OF WILLIAM LAW : $4.50 


In recent years there has been a marked revival of interest in mysticism in 
general and in the writings of William Law in particular. Unfortunately, “A Serious Call 
to a Devout and Holy Life” is the only writing of Law that is widely known. While this 
volume in itself justifies Law's place as one of the greatest English mystics, his later 
writings, a selection of which is brought together in this volume, lend added prestige 
and meaning to William law. The editor of this volume has not only chosen some of the 
most meaningful of Law's later mystical writings but adds notes and studies on the prin- 
cipal themes treated by Law. For mystics and those interested in mysticism whether 
Protestant or Catholic, this will be an invaluable volume. (Publ.) 


Compilation Harper 
INGLENOOK COOK BOOK $2.00 


This cook book is unique in that it was originally compiled by a church publish- 
ing house from recipes sent in by thousands of church women. The name indicates that the 
culinary wisdom here assembled had its origin with pious grandmothers in their inglenooks. 
In addition to the basic recipes there is a section devoted to group cooking which should 
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be valuable for the Ladies Aid as it gives menus and quantities for dinners for fifty, 
and for a hundred people. There are also sections on one-dish cooking, international 
cookery, invalid cookery, leftovers and meal planning. This book should be valuable to 
all housewives. No recipe requires the use of wines or liquors. (Publ.) 


Latourette, Kenneth Scott Harper 
THE CHRISTIAN OUTLOOK $2.50 


Professor Latourette is known in Protestant circles as one of the outstanding 
church historians of our day. His seven-volume history “The Expansion of Christianity" 
shows an amazing combination of scholarship, readable style and inspirational qualities. 
It is against the background of this broad sweeping review of the Christianity of the 
past that Professor Latourette looks out upon the present scene and peers into the future. 
The author is intensely realistic and is thoroughly aware of the problems and perils con- 
fronted by Christianity today, but, unlike many of his colleagues remains essentially 
optimistio. "Far from dying out" he writes, “Christianity, so history leads us confi- 
dently to predict, is in its youth and is to continue to mount as a factor in the human 
scene.” Church historians, missionary leaders and pastors will be particularly inter- 
ested in this volume and encouraged by it. (Publ.) 


‘Lewis, H.D. . Harper 
MORALS AND THE NEW THEOLOGY $2.00 

The author of this controversial little book is the professor of philosophy at 
the University College of North Wales. In it he takes issue vigorously with the dominant 
trend in Protestant theology of which Barth, Brunner and Niebuhr are the outstanding ex- 
ponents. Professor Lewis maintains that this "new theology” runs directly counter to 
the elementary ethical principles which we encounter from day to day. He is especially 
sharp in his criticism of the currently prevalent emphasis upon “original sin” which he 
contends undermines the sense of individual responsibility essential to morality and 
ethics. This return to old dogmatisms the author feels to be particularly distressing 
in view of the tragio need of a deeper permeation of all of life by religion. While the 
author expresses the hope that his book may be of help to laymen, it is probable that it 
will be mostly those at home in the fields of philosophy, ethics and religion who will 
wish to read it. But their interest will be great, on whichever side of the controversy 
they stand. (Publ.) | 


Meland, Bernard E. Harper 
AMERICA'S SPIRITUAL CULTURE $2.50 


This study of our American life will be of particular interest to Protestant 
churchmen who are interested in the sociological approach to the question of the place 
of the church in our American life. The author feels that the church has become “an 
island enterprise” in the cultural life of America. The church isolated, segregated 
from the stream of life, is in danger of becoming stranded while life flows on past it. 
The author contends against the current trend of theological thinking in America known 
as "neo-orthodoxy.” Professor Meland still remains a liberal in theology and social 
outlook. He pleads for a closer integration of the program of the church with the values 
and purposes of our corporate spiritual culture. This is a book for the scholar-theo- 


logian or sociologist. (Publ.) 


Radhakrishnan, S.- fd. Harper 
THE BHAGAVADGITA $3.50 


The Bhagavadgita, popularly known as the "Gita", is one of the great religious 
classics of the world. Written twenty-five centuries ago, it brings together the teach- 
ings of the Vedas in such a way as to become the holy scriptures of Hinduism. Great 
souls like Gandhi have fed their spiritual life from its philosophy, while the Hindus 
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generally have immersed their lives in its teachings. For it is at once a profound book 
and a popular folk poem. This new edition should be welcomed by students of eastern 

religions and by other seekrs for the truth. It includes the Sanskrit text, the English 
translation and copious notes and a long introductory essay which seeks to interpret the 


meaning of this great classic. (Publ.) 








Scherer, Paul | Harper 
THE PLIGHT OF FREEDOM $2.50 


Dr. Scherer is one of those who through lectures, sermons and books do much to 
mould the thinking of the Protestant ministers of our country, and through them, that of 
the people of our churches. This book comprises material embodied in lectures and ser- 
mons delivered in various parts of the country over the past few years. Dr. Scherer, as 
always, addresses himself to the contemporary scene and endeavors to bring to bear upon 
the problems of the day the principles and ideals of the Christian gospel. This volume 
deals with the plight of freedom upon the earth. The author's thesis is that the deteri- 
oration of political and economic freedom is directly traceable to the loss of spiritual 
freedom. True freedom, he declares, has its roots in the sovereignty of God, the dignity 
of man, the incarnation, the brotherhood of man, and the eternal purpose of Christ. These 
are the themes of the successive chapters of the book. Dr. Scherer's arguments are 
buttressed by copious illustrations from literature and life. This is a book for clergy- 
men and thoughtful leymen. (Publ.)

SACRED HISTORY $5.00 
| (The People of the Bible) 

This is a work of great scholarship by one of France's outstanding writers, and 
its narration of the history of Israel in contact and conflict with the great ancient 
civilizations of Mesopotamia, Babylonia, Egypt, and Greece (to name only a few) will make 
an appeal to all students and scholars. M. Daniel-Rops traces the destiny of Israel, the 
thread of significance which made a small nomad clan the instrument of a metaphysical 
mission - the idea of monotheism in a polytheistic world. One sees the federating genius 
of Moses with his religious code, the purity of the prophetic emphasis on morals and the 
obstinate intention of the Jews to write and to spread abroad this unique story of their 
religion and their civilization. All readers will be deeply stirred, we think, that this 
book, begun in 1940 (as HISTOIRE SAINTE) was by intention to show the real character of 
the German persecution of the Jews. The original was published in 1943 and within three 
weeks the Gestapo appeared at the publishers, and broke the plates. Not until after the 
liberation was the book reset and reissued in Paris.

These two volumes not only enable the reader to trace the develop- 
ment of Newman's religious thought from Anglicanism to Roman Catholicism, they also re- 
veal Newman's greatness of mind and soul which have led Protestants and Catholics alike 
to regard him as the greatest religious figure of the last four centuries.

The author of this novelized biography of St. Patrick is a distinguished Ameri- 
can journalist who followed a chance visit to Ireland during the last war with a return 
for research into the facts and the folk lore, the few accepted writings and the so con- 
flicting statistics of the missionary saint. Patrick is everybody's saint, Catholic or 
Protestant alike; pull a shamrock and receive a blessing; listen to the wee voices of the 
"good people” and stir an angel's song. Mr. Schofield has steeped himself in the en- 
trancing folk ways of the old Hirinn, and his story is not only pleasant reading, but 
breathes the spirit of a stirring and glorious period in Irish history. The traditions 
of birth and beauty and goodness bound in the essential mystery of life are woven into 
the pattern of Patrick's intention -- the winning of Hirinn to Christianity. It is as 
often a tale of derring-do in a righteous cause as of the progress into sainthood of a 
strong, humble, poetical genius.

THE SNOWDEN-DOUGLASS SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSONS FOR 1949 $2.00 


Most Protestant denominations now have graded Church School curriculum, and the 
religious educators are agreed that graded lessons form the best basis for a modern reli- 
gious education program. However, there is still a place in small schools and in churches 
where resources of finance and leadership are small, for the uniform lessons. It is for- 
tunate that these lessons have such able editorship as that given by Dr. Douglass. His 
exposition of the lessons and his hints to teachers reveal a warm evangelical faith with 
a theological position which is soundly orthodox but not in any sense narrow or bigoted. 
Accordingly, the lessons would suit the great majority of ministers and Sunday School 
teachers in our various Protestant churches.

THINKING CHRISTIANLY $2.50 

This book deserves a better title. What the author is aiming at is “applying 
Christianity.” The book does not even attempt to discuss the question: “Thinking as a 
Christian," which the title implies, for the basic beliefs of Christianity are taken for 
granted. Rather Professor Easton is concerned with the meaning of Christian faith in our 
particular kind of a world. The author contends that Christianity has a distinctive and 
unique contribution to make to mankind which will not be made by merely accepting the 
ideas of modern culture and dressing them up in Christian terminology. Basio to this 
contribution is trust in God, the importance of the eternal, which is practically denied 
in our secularistic emphasis upon things. This involves the acceptance of the Incarna- 
tion and the thought of the Church as the body of Christ, not simply another human in- 
stitution. There is a significant chapter on prayer - what it is and how it is to be 
practiced. The chapter on death approaches that generally avoided subject with realism 
in the light of the fundamental thesis that only the unseen is eternal. Finally, the 
author pleads. for a “remnant” of Christians who will really live out their faith in 
everyday life. The material embodied in this book was originally used in a series of 
(syae. for Protestant ministers and it is they who would profit most from its reading.

This would appeal only to Catholics, and 
not to Church historians among them, for the book is not scholarly. All that it does is 
to bring together into a loose narrative what history, tradition and doctrine teaches 
about St. Peter, filling in the very large gaps in our knowledge with the results of the 
author's own imagination, and his not inconsiderable knowledge of the backgrounds of the 
Bible story.

“Guide Posts” is the name given to a series of modern religious tracts being 
published under the. sponsorship of a number of business and professional men who believe 
that the problems of America and the world can only be solved as we recapture a vital 
religious faith and make it work. This volume gives us a sampling of recently published 
tracts. The authors are of various creeds,- Catholic, Protestant and Jewish- and are men 
and women prominent in many walks of life. Outstanding figures in sports like Gene Tunney 
and Gil Dodds take their places along side of columnists like George Sokolsky and H.I. 
Phillips; radio commentators, Henry J. Taylor, Fulton Oursler end Lowell Thomas; business 
men such as J.C..Penney and Roger Babson; labor leaders such as William Green and John 
Ramsey.

* The purpose of this book is “to offer to those who have no church affiliation, 
no early training in religious matters and no impartial source of information, a short 
and comprehensive history of religion and a guide to the leading religious groups of 
today.“ It is written by e laywoman and is designed for the “spiritually illiterate" 
laity. The author's assumption is that there are multitudes who have no vital religious 
faith and that many of them are restlessly trying to find anchorage in some religious 
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faith. The author's intent is to give guidance and help to such seeking souls. Within 
the limits of her avowed purpose the book is extraordinarily well done. Her outline of 
the history of religion would scarcely satisfy church historians. But she is not writing 
for them. Furthermore, few church historians could write a book which would be read by 
the group she is trying to reach. Each religionist could, no doubt, find something to 
criticize in her description of his own religion, but again a more technically adequate 
treatment would be apt to overlay the presentation with so much ecclesiastical verbiage 
that no layman would read it. After her review of the development of religion from 
earliest times until today, the author devotes a section to the sacred writings and 
creeds of the various religions, to their hymms and to their symbolism, There follows 
a description of all the major religious bodies in the United States, including Judaism, 
Roman Catholicism and the Eastern Orthodox Churches as well as the Protestant denomina- 
tions. For each a brief history is given, a description of the organization, the main 
articles of belief, the ritual and program of work. A glossary giving definitions of 
religious names and terms is valuable. . Recommended for the laity and non-church people 
especially.

picking flowers and fruit; we see her at school and in the fields helping her uncle. It 
is a might-be-true story book, with vocabulary that second grade readers might tackle.

Long years ago, when Louis XV was boy king of France, the cruel Sultan 
of Morocco wished to curry favor and sent him as a lordly gift six stallions and six 
stable boys. But the voyage and the venality of man played havoc, and the Arab thorough- 
breds arrived, a sorry lot, only to be scorned by the young king. Only Sham was kept, 
and his devoted groom, the dumb lad, Agba. Through one frightful experience after an- 
other, Sham and Agba- and later the cat Grimalkin- went, but Sham kept his great heart, 
though his body was sorely mistreated; and Agba kept his love and his faith in Sham, 
King of the Wind. At long last, luck changed; they came to the stables of the Earl of 
Godolphin, and thereby a foolhardy trick on Agba's part, Sham established his right to 
sire a great line of racers.

* The upper bracket of this age group- the lower bracket of the next will find 
this study of the great messengers who went forth into the world with messages of peace 
and amity, a revealing opening wedge into a more mature study of comparative religions. 
Eight messengers are presented: Krishna, the way of harmlessness in the great Hindu 
religion; Moses- and the message of Judaism; Zoroaster, who taught a pattern of living; 
Buddha, founder of the religion that bears his name, who taught forgetfulness of self; 
Confucius, great teacher and philosopher; Jesus, who taught the way of love; Mohammed 
who preached submission; and Baha-O-Llah, who believed in the way of Oneness. Thoughtful 
children and their parents will find this illuminating. But it is hardly likely to be 
widely popular. Olin Dows line drawings provide decorative notes. The format of the 
book- squarish in shape and bound in paper and board- makes it seem younger in appeal 
than the text indicates.

* Quite different from most of Stephen Meader's stories, for this is historical 
fiction and excellent adventure background material. Dave Foster, working on his uncle's 
farm in Maine, is captured by the Canadian Indians, incited by the French to attack 
Colonial settlers. Adopted by his Indian captors, he spends a long winter in the Indian 
village where he acquires Indian skills in hunting, trapping and fishing, and a sense of 
responsibility and dependability growing out of his feeling of being a contributing mem- 
ber of the tribe. With the coming of Spring, Dave and a fellow captive, a girl, make 
their escape to white civilization and home. Well-sustained story; good supplementary 
reading. Illustrated by Edward Shenton. (Publ.) 


Bill, Alfred H. Knopf 
THE RING OF DANGER $3.00 


* Derring do, chivalry, romance, adventure ina grand yarn with an Elizabethan 
background. The trading ship, Fair Adventure, takes on a ragged, starved stranger- and 
thereby Walter Blake and Captain Diggory are catapulted into plots and plans to frustrate 
Elizabeth's will and rescue the appealing Mary, Queen of Scots. Intrigue, adventure, 
sword play, violence and villainy accompany the central theme of loyalty and romance. 

A lovely young girl, three comrades, and a scurvy set of villains provide cast for a 
swashbuckling yarn of high merit. Illustrations by Frederick Chapman supply illustrative 
and decorative value, but mark the book for a somewhat lower age level than the text 
might warrant.

TEEN-AGE BOY SCOUT STORIES $2.50 


The high level of this series is sustained again in this collection of stories 
of scouting written by the editor of Boys' Life Magazine. Usually the stories in these 
books are drawn from various sources. This time Irving Crump has written the stories 
around the ideals of the Boy Scout Code; he has told good yarns, showing all phases of 
scouting; and he's managed to make his boys real and not tin gods. Camping- patrol- 
rescue- fire hazard- special assignments- a dog story- a bear hunt- mystery- skiing- 
these are adventure stories first and foremost, with scouting, its training, its disci- 
pline, its code, as secondary. There are fifteen in this series- good bridging books 
for the boys who aren't quite ready to go into adult reading. This particular collection 
is somewhat younger in age appeal than some of the others. (11/1)

PENNYWEATHER LUCK $2.50 


Modern setting for a story of the Pennyweathers who live between the levee and 
the Mississippi near New Orleans.

They have their dreams and goals; Lanny is musical, Dory 
wants to be a river engineer; there are queer mad characters and a mysterious drowning 
that weaves a thread of colorful details of life in this region.

* From the early teens on up, owners and would-be owners of .22 rifles will find 
plenty of interest in this straightforward, untechnical account of the care and feeding 
of light firearms. Beginning with a brief history of guns and gunpowder, the book goes 
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on to a description of gun parts and their functions, safety rules, ways of achieving 
good marksmanship, how to organize a junior rifle club, and other aspects of the subject 
that will hold the interest of most teen-agers. Good clear line drawings by Dick Spencer 
are unobtrusive and helpful. An index adds to its reference value. (Publ.) 





Vance, Marguerite Dutton 
PATSY JEFFERSON OF MONTICELLO $2.50 





This story of the daughter of Thomas Jefferson, is a companion volume to Mrs. 
Vance's Martha, Daughter of Virginia amd is backgrounded with somewhat the same region- 
al flavor. Patsy's claim to fame is her devotion to her father, a devotion that came 
ahead of the claims of husband and family, in later life. This starts with her aoconm- | 
panying her father to France, where she attended a convent school. There are shadows ( 
of impending disruption, as Patsy ponders over the fate of her noble friends in coming 
revolution. The story switches back to babyhood, with glimpses of life at Monticello, 
in Philadelphia- but somehow the whole seems shadowy, insubstantial, rarely cutting be- 
low the surface, a series of pictures, still life, lacking the dram inherent in the 
subject. And the story ends with Patsy, First Lady, and her father's hostess at the 
Inauguration in the mudhole that was the new capital in Washington. The book can be 
classed as fiction, though it holds closely to the pattern of the facts of Patsy Jeffer- i 
son's life. Value chiefly as supplementary reading. J.L.G. selection will stimulate : 
interest. Illustrated by Nedda Walker, with frontispiece in full color. (Publ.) 


Geralton, James Harcourt, Brace 
THE STORY OF SOUND $2.00 


A pleasant, non-technical little book on the physics of sound and music by a 
Harvard physics instructor. This is just about what the average junior high school stu- 
dent (and his teacher) would like to know about how sounds are made, how they travel, how 
they are heard, and how musical instruments do their job. Occasional suggestions for 
simple experiments help to point up the physical principles involved. The line drawings 
by Joe Krush are just right in their clarity and humor. In format the book looks younger 
than this age group suggests, but the content would be definitely beyond the younger 
readers, with a few exceptions. (Publ.) 


Lowe, Corinne Harcourt, Brace 
THE GENTLE WARRIOR $2.75 


* The story of Dorothea Lynde Dix deserves wider publicity than it receives. A 
century ago this "saint" was known throughout the world, as one of the greatest and most 
tireless philanthropists. She gave all she had in strength and money in her crusades for 
the afflicted. Although of humble and painful beginnings, frail in health, she used her- 
self generously to further the cause of free education for the underprivileged, but her 
greatest crusades were for the mentally ill, whose treatment she helped change here and 
in Europe- and she had a part in establishing some 32 mental hospitals, and school hos- 
pitals for the afflicted, the blind, the deaf, the dumb. Exceptionally interesting bi- 
ography of a little known figure; revealing social background study from 1814-64. The 
best book Corinne Lowe has done, and one that has a quality of imspiration. If it were 
not illustrated, it might find a place on lists for young adults - for the content cer- 
tainly rates adult listing. (Publ.) 


Doorly, Eleanor | Didier 
THE STORY OF FRANCE $3.00 


Part travel- part history, this succeeds in compressing into brief compass the 
highlights with brief factual summaries, amusing anecdotes, lovely descriptions of French 
scenery, castle walls, troubadours, etc. Despite the scope of the book, which begins 
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! with the Stone Age and extends to the first world war (the period following the Third 

| Republic in brief summary), the author manages to give vivid, personal image of the ways, 
the people and cultural traditions of France.

Williams, Henry Lionel Henry Holt 
STORIES IN ROCKS $3.00 


A simple introduction to geology, for teen agers and the adults who need to 
answer their questions. Although there is nothing strikingly new in this, the clear, 
simple organization and straightforward exposition make it readable, and there has long 
been a need of a book of this type, for this age. There are chapters on the origin of the 
earth, the forces that have built up and changed the earth's surface, minerals, origin of 
plant and animal life, the ice age, etc. Here and there the author is a bit too sure of 
his answers, surer than are the scientists on whom he draws. His account of the origin 
of the earth, for example, is only one of many hypotheses- and not the most favored one 
at that. But by and large, this book will serve well as an introduction to an interesting 
field. Illustrated by the author. (Publ.)
